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SLIGO, Friday. 

During this week I have had occasion 
to write of the popular interest in the 
Sligo Feis. The proceedings last night 
had not come to an end at midnight, and 
at that hour the large audience was un- 
wearied. To-day the three rooms in which 
the competitions took place were packed 
from early morning, and so many tickets 
have been sold for the competitors’ concert 
to-night that the Committee have maJe 
arrangements for an “- overflow ” concert 
in a second room in the Town Hall 
building. 

The main attraction for to-day was the 
Stanford Memorial Cup, of which a descrip- 
tion is given belew. After she had made her 
award in this competition Miss Denne Parker 
gave her opinion of the Feis as a whole. She 
said that it might be thought conventional 
for her to say that, coming from larger 
centres of musical activity, she was impressed 
by what she had seen and heard; but she 
really was impressed. She had got the im- 
pression that in Sligo they were aiming at the 
right ideal in music. Very early in the com- 
petitions she had formed the opinion that 
there was no stfiving just for the glory of 
winning. As an adjudicator she was glad to 
be in an atmosphere created by such a feeling 
on the part of the competitors—the unsuc- 
cessful ‘as well as the successful. That made 
her not afraid to fling her whole experience 
and energy into telling the competitors what 
she thought would be helpful to them in their 
work for next year’s Feis. 

TRIBUTE TO INSTRUMENTALISTS. 

Mr. Julius Harrison, adjudicator in the 
instrumental section, speaking at a late hour 
on Thursday, said that after many years of 
experience in festivals of the kind he had 
found few lels for the Sligo Feis, and 
fewer still where the spirit of comredeship 
was so evident and the distinction ao marked 
hetween the Feis platform and the concert 
platform. ‘'I am not going to flatter you,” 
he went on, ' but I feel that I can say that 
you in Sligo deserve the highest praise tor 
being able to orggnise a festival such as this. 
It has been to us from the other side 4 real 
musical treat. 

‘The one thing that appealed to us was 
that the standard was so high in all cases. 
We think it is really creditable. 1 was 
astounded at some of the very difficult musi- 
cal work undertaken, and finished with euch 
remarkable skill. When Sligo can put up 
such difficult work, and find competitors 10 
come forward and acquit themselves as some 
have done here, then any reference to your 
work needs no flattery on my part. 1 nave 
been particularly struck with one feature 
ot the instrumental work, | have tound 
here such a desire on the part of everyone to 
master the ‘cello that at times 1 vhougut 
every string piayer had another hand up 
her sleeve. here 1 find that a violinist of 
yesterday comes along to-day and plays an 
advanced ‘cello solo. 1 must say 1 have come 
across few festivals where | have experienced 
anything similar. 

"his nas been one of the finest festivals | 
have ever attended. 1 have enjoyed it very 
much, and my hope is that some day I may 
have the opportunity ef coming back to another 
Sligo Feis to see the further advance you 
have all made on the road to musical perfec- 


tion. ' 
WELL-MERITED PRAISE. 

Mr, Harrison's praise of the versatility of the 
young generation of Sligo musicians is richly 
deserved. Any person who followed the 
competitions could see the same young: wemen 
doing well with the violin, ‘cello, viola, and 
piano, and then winning the notice of the 
adjudicator im the vecal classes. One «f 
them, Miss Jennie Ballantyne, went a step 
further to-day. In accompanying one of the 
singers who lost the key so cleverly that Miss 
back to the right kev so cleverly that Miss 
Parker commented on her achievement.

People saw 
that the peasant owners were often heavily 
burthened with debt, and that, therefore, 
some restrictions on borrowing should be 
adopted in the case of the Trish tenant pur- 
chasers. Accordingly there was introdu 
into the Land Act of 1903 (8. 54) a clause 
lin.iting the borrowing powers of the tenant 
purchaser to a sum equal to ten times the 
annuity, unless with the consent of the Land 
Commission.

These facts operate unfavourably towards 
lending or borrowing advante sly op the 
security of a State- seit gan ay we ‘The 
transaction is not in harmony with the cur- 
rent ideas and prevalent practice of bankers, 
In fact, with them most land securities are 
at a discount as being diffieult of realisation, 
and generally involving a liability. 

To my mind, therefore, the existing banks 
will have a field largely to themselves in 
what they desiderate most—the field of per- 
sonal, credit, It will still be open to them 
to take land as a collateral security, free ef 
stamp duty, and without writing or regis- 
tration. The provision authorising the new 
Corporation to take mortg of chattels 
will not affect the banks, but the certificates 
of charge to be issued by the Corporation 
will most probably diminish the volume of 
their deposits, These institutions, however, 
may be nothing the worse of a little fair

IRISH AND GAELIC. 
TO TILK EDFTOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sin,—Mr. Matheson’s letter about the 
similarity of modern Irish and the livin 
Gaelic raises a point about which no student 
of Irish is in any doubt. When Dr. O'Daly, 


disputing about sounds with professors at the 
Berlitz school, was in the oo re College 
of Trish, he spared no pains to impress upon 
students the similarity between Irish and 
Gaelic. He even went so far as to. have old 
men from Scotland and old men from Canne- 
mara in his classes, and he showed in the 
— manner the common elements between 
oth languages. In fact, it seemed evident 
from his demonstrations that they are as 
much one language as were Munster and 
Ulster Irish, If one compares, say, a text by 
Professor Craig, the Letterkenny scholar, with 
a text by Dr. Hyde or by some Munster pro- 
fessor, greater differences of spelling and pro- 
nunciation will be apparent than in the bodies 
of Gaelic and Irish generally, 

I remember meeting with a battalion of 
Seaforths during the war, and they used 
Gaelic. on almost all unofficial 
Sitting by the roadside, marching, in the 
trenches, their sneech was Gaelic, One of 
them left me, with his dug-out, a copy of the 
Gaelic Bible, which I still have, and prize very 
much, I have often thought that there is not 
so much contempt conveyed inthe name “' West 
Britons ’’ as its inventors would convey. since 
those North Britons have a language. the old 
Irish language, which presents more “on.

The Free State Election. 


As we said yesterday, Mr. Ernest 
Blythe’s fourth Budget is not a vote-catch- 
ing Budget. If he had been more anxious 
to win popularity for his Government than.

| of its sixty thousand payers of income tax, 
that the lightening of their load will help 
them in a thousand ways, and that the 
blessings of improved trade will percolate 
into every boreen throughout the twenty- 
six counties. Again, the Government's 
undertaking—tardy though it is—to attack 
| seriously the problem of expenditure im- 
plies further reductions of taxation in 
future Budgets. Finally, this better out- 
look. must be fortified after the general 
election by a new. national loan; and the 


virtual condition of success. No other 
Free State party, no uncertain coalition of 
parties, could hope to be able to borrow 
five or ten millions, easily and on good 
terms, in the money market of Dublin, 
London or New York. 

Improved prospects, of course, are a 
very different thing from assured prospects. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s electoral assets are a record 
of good government, the widespread fear 
that a political crisis might imperil public 
peace, and the fact, and further promise, 
of reduced taxation. On the other side 
we must set many formidable elements. 
There is a vast amount of public apathy, 
the result of bad trade and unprofitable 
agriculture. There is much active dis- 
content with official measures which, in 
the general view, have embarrassed 
business and have increased the cost of 
living. The Government has many enemies 
among powerful interests. The other parties 
have a common advantage in the fact that, 
while they can be judged only by their 
promises—which are lavish and seductive— 
the Government can be criticised for its 
performances; and the Government, like 
most Governments everywhere, has done 
some foolish things, In particular, it has 
offended not merely its opponents, but large 
numbers of its supporters, by its rash and 
arbitrary handling of public business. It 
has claimed an authority over Parliament 
for which there is no warrant in the 
Constitution of the State. No Government 
has any right to introduce a mass of far- 
reaching and ill-digested legislation and to 
force that legislation through Parliament 
with a scornful disregard of the country’s 
opinion. We believe that Mr. McGilligan’s 
Electricity Bill, and his attitude to the 
institutions which it threatens, wil] rob 
his Government of many thousands of 
votes at the general election. 

The events of the next seven weeks will 
have an important—perhaps, a decisive— 
effect on the verdict of the polls. Three 
capital. measures are now before Dail 
Eireann—the Currency Bill, the Agricul- 
tural Credit Bill and. the Electricity 
(Supply) Bill. Two of these, though the 
country has accepted them in principle, 
demand the most careful study from the 
standpoint of their probable reactions on 
the trading and banking interests, Mr. 
McGilligan’s methods have carried the 
Electricity Bill to the report stage; but it 
has received no proper discussion, and the 
Minister’s apparent intentions have pro- 
voked deep alarm throughout the country. 
The Government, as we gather, proposes to 
put all three measures on the statute-book 
before the dissolution. If it makes the 
attempt—which could succeed only through 
the virtual coercion of the Senate—it may 
carry its bills; but it may lose the general 
election. We hope that, when these bills 
reach the Senate, it will insist firmly upon 
its full rights of amendment and delay. 
It owes that duty to itself and to the 
country, especially in the case of the 
Electricity Bill, which embodies a menace 
of confiscation that might impair the 
whole basis of the national credit. We 
have not the slightest doubt that, if the 
Senate tells the Government that it cannot 
pass this bill—much less, all three bills— 
before the beginning of June, the great 
body of the electorate will endorse its 
action. There is, in fact, no sound reason 
why these bills should be stampeded to the 
statute-book; there is a score of sound 
reasons for close and prolonged examina- 
tion of them. If the Govetnment, realising 
the temper of public opinion, will accept 
delay, the prospects of its re-election will 
become suddenly bright. If it goes to the 
polls as a dictator, Mr. Blythe’s Budget 
may fail to save it. 


Hankow and Shanghai. 


The latest development in the Chinese 
situation is truly bewildering. According 
to reports from Shanghai, the war bepween 
North and South has been postponed in 
order that the “ constitutional ” leaders 
on both sides may combine to drive the 
forces of Bolshevism out of the country. 
Negotiations are said to be in progress 
between General Chiang Kai-shek, the 
Cantonese chief, and his. arch-enemy, 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, with a view to 
common action against the notorious 
“Christian” General» Feng Yu-hbsiang, 
who has superseded Chiang at Hankow, 
and now is the leader of the Kuomintang’s 
left wing. Feng’s troops are alleged to 
be marching on Shanghai, and it is in 
order to prevent them that Chiang has 
opened parleys with the: North. It is im- 
possible to form an accurate judgment of 
the position, but this news seems to be 
too good to be true. Undoubtedly, there 
has been dissension in the ranks of the 
Kuomintang. The Russian element has 
become dissatisfied with what it regards 
as the bourgeois proclivities of Chiang 
Kai-shek, and the appointment of the 
blood-thirsty Feng as commander-in-chief 
of the Hankow troops suggests. that M. 
Borodin and his friends desire a more 
forward policy. Chinese politics, however, 
aré exceedingly subtle. Often in the 
past rival leaders have contrived ad hoe 
| pacts in order to confound the foreigner, 
and it is more than likely that the 
dramatic breach in the solidarity. of the 
Kuomintang is largely what the Americans 
picturesquely term a “frame up.” The 
firm attitude that has been taken by the 
Powers in connection with the Nanking 
outrages has made a deep impression on 
the Chinese, who have a wholesome dread 
of the consequences that must follow a 
blockade of the Yangtse River by the 
British, American and Japanese fleets. 
all else, to secure delay, to which end, no

None 
of the chiefs of the Kuomintang can evade 
responsibility for the conduct of his 
troops at Nanking, and, however 
vehemently he now may denounce his 
Hankow colleagues, Genera] Chiang Kai- 
shek is the principal culprit.

Business Manners, 


Irishmen, as a rule, do not admire in 
commercial contacts the more direct 
and concentrated manner of English- 
men. We like to approach and leave the 
real matter of a meeting by easy stages, 
never omitting compliments of whatever 
season can be deemed excuse for compli- 
ment. A less happy, but more useful, 
mean, no doubt, can be struck between those 
habits on the one hand, and on the other 
the excessively up-to-date ways of the 
smartest type of English business man. 
Such ways nullify their intention. Anxious 
though he may be to regulate everything 
by efficiency standards, the English business 
man still holds to certain decenties and 
will not patiently see them outraged. . A 
writer in Harper’s Magazine gives warn- 
ing to American business men that many 
of them are using wrong methods in their 
approach to British executives. The 
American Express Company, he says, bas 
issued an order forbidding the further 
employment of American young men in 
European agencies of the corporation. The 
reason for the order was stated by an 
official of the company. as “ the ordinary 
policy of trying to please our customers. ”” 
In America, he explained, ‘‘ people have 
become used to a certain brusqueness in 
business: manners and put up with it. 
Over here they do not have to put up with 
it, and we must meet competition or lose 
business.” The writer of the article gives 
numerous instances of resentment stirred 
in business men, not only of Britain, but 
of South America and other coveted 
markets, by excessive ‘‘smartness’’ on the 
part of American ‘“ go-getters.’’ The 
actual causes of resentment, he grants, 
often seem to be trifling; but “it is their 
own money that they are spending, and 
they have a right to spend it with those 
whose business manners they like best.’’ 
Because of ways that grate on clients and 
prospective customers—so, at least, says 
the Harper’s Magazine article—the foreign 
trade of the United States has not reached 
due dimensions. It is only three-quarters 
of the amount of British overseas trade. 
Some merchants are learning the lesson. 
Lately the head of a big firm hastened 
across the Atlantic to try to repair person- 
ally the harm done to his firm’s relations 
with a big English concern by an over- 
zealous agent. By sheer impudence this 
man had made his way into the private 
office of the head of the business, and 
‘‘ before the astounded Britishers realised 
what had happened, the salesman was 
seated upon a corner of the managing 
director’s desk explaining the merits of his 
sure-profit line of pharmaceuticals.”’ 


In Virgil’s Honour. 


In the little town of Mantua’ yester- 
day a monument was unveiled to the 
poet Virgil, who was born of a Mantuan 
ancestry nineteen hundred years ago. 
The monument ought to have been erected 
in 1881, which was the nineteenth cen- 
tenary of Virgil’s birth, and a fund was 
started in 1877. Tennyson was commis- 
sioned to write a poem in honour of the 
occasion, but when the date arrived the 
promoters of the scheme had not sufficient 
money to meet ‘ts cost. Years elapsed, 
and the project was revived from time to 
time. Just before the war a sum of 
300,000 “lire was collected; but the out- 
break of hostilities intervened, and when 
the war was over the depreciation of the 
Italian exchange reduced the value of the 
fund to a trifling sum. After nearly 
fifty years, however, the monument at 
last has been achieved, and Mantua, with 
tardy piety, has done honour to the 
master of whom even the great Dante 
wrote 

“ Tu set solo colui da cui to tolsi 

Lo bello stile che m'ha fatto onore.’ 
This. graceful tribute to Virgil's style 
forms the main inscription on the monu- 
ment, which has been fashioned after 
Andrea Mantegna’s drawing, known to all 
visitors to the Louvre. An image of the 
poet was in existence during his lifetime, 
and after his death was the object of so 
much admiration that Caligula ordered 
its removal from the libraries; but no 
trustworthy delineation of his features has 
been preserved. Mantegna’s sketch, 
which is regarded as the best of all the 
Virgilian portraits, was produced at the 
behest of the beautiful Isabella d’Este at 
the end of the fifteenth century. The 
monument. was unveiled on the day that 
has been dedicated to the birth of Rome, 
of whose spirit Virgil was the most faith- 
ful interpreter. Representatives of the 
world's greatest seats of learning attended 
the ceremony, and even Fascist Italy was 
humbled in the shadow of a mighty name.

CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

In Paris on Thursday morning last Mr. 
Maloney received an urgent message re- 
calling him to New York, and prepared 
to sail from Cherbourg on the President 
Roosevelt, which was leaving for the 
United States that day. 

The cashier at his hotel, however, kept 
him waiting so long for his bill that he 
missed the boat train. In despair he 
consulted the steamship company’s agent, 
who told him that the liner was calling 
at Queenstown, and suggested that he 
should take an aeroplane to London and 
eatch the night mail from Euston. 

FURTHER DISAPPOINTMENTS. 

It was a forlorn hope, but Mr. Maloney 
chartered an aeroplane and set off for 
London. Owing to engine trouble, the 
machine was forced to land in Sussex, 
but, by hiring a motor car, he caught 
the Irish mail train as it was about to 
leave for Holyhead. 

Crossing to Kingstown, Mr. . Maloney 
went by the morning mail to Queenstown 
from Dublin, only to find that the tender 
had already put off to the liner, which 
was thfee miles away outside the harbour. 

Nothing daunted, he hired a rowing 
boat and reached the President Roosevelt 
a few minutes before she sailed.

The run on all the banks was very per- 
sistent throughout yesterday here and at 
Kobe and Kyoto, but this morning things 
are very quiet, as all the banks are closed. 

Business is paralysed for the time being, 
and the people are now being given time 
to repent the rash acts which have brought 
about the unexpected crisis. 

Local bankers assert that the banking 
structure is fundamentally sound, and 
that no alarm is called for. They accuse 
the politicians at Tokio of making a 
mountain out of a molehill concerning the 
affairs of the Bank of Taiwan (Formosa). 

The resultant political crisis, they say, 
created popular uneasiness. This caused a 
run on the banks, a number of which were 
unable to withstand the sudden dislocations 
of funds, and were obliged to shut their 
doors. Thus confidence in all the banks 
was shaken. In the circumstances the 
bankers here consider that the short period 
of the moratorium may do good. 


ELECTION DATE. 


POLLING ON JUNE Sr. 
—— 


It is expected that the Dail will be dis- 
solved on May 12th, and that the general 
election will take place on June 8th. 

The text of the bill to amend the Elec- 
toral Act, 1923, was issued yesterday. 

The bill has been rendered necessary by 
the recent Acts amending the Constitu- 
tion. It lays down the procedure for the 
return of the outgoing Ceann Comhairle 
(Speaker) without any actual election. 

The statutory provision, which in the 
1923 Act fixed Monday as the polling day, 
is repealed under the measure, and, in- 
stead, it is provided that at a general 
election the poll shall be held on some 
day, not being earlier than six days nor 
later than fourteen days after the nomi- 
nations, as the Minister shall appoint. 
The Minister may appoint a different poll- 
ing day for the university constituencies. 

It is provided that the polling day shall 
not be a public holiday, and polling hours 
shall be from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

In every university constituency the re- 
gister of electors who were qualified on 
the 15th day of November, 1926, shall 
come into force on the 1st day of June, 
1927, and the register of electors who are 
qualified on any subsequent 15th day of 
November shall come into force on the 
next following 1st day of June. 

Whenever the date appointed by the 
Principal Act or this Act for the coming 
into force of a new register of electors 
occurs after the issue of the writs for a 
general election or the writ for a by-elec- 
tion and on or before the last day for 
receiving nominations for such general 
election or by-election (as the case may 
be), the expression “ registered elector '' 
shall be construed as meaning a person 
who is registered as an elector either in 
such new register of electors or in the 
register of electors which was in force im- 
mediately before the coming into force of 
such new register, and the said sub-section 
shall have effect accordingly. 

The bill also provides that the maximum 
duration of the Oireachtas without a dis- 
solution shall be five years, reckoned from 
the date of the first meeting of Dail 
Éireann after the last previous dissolu- 
tion, and if a dissolution of the Oireachtas 
does not take place before the last day of 
any such period of five years the 
day.

MR. D. J. GOEEY RESIGNS. 


One man was killed and another g cm 


ascended from Kenley (Surrey) Aerodrome 


of the Royal Air Force, crashed from a 


height of about a thousand feet, and burst 


into flames on striking the ground, 
The pilot, Flight Lieutenant D’Arcy 
Greig, descended by parachute and landed 
safely. 
DIFFICULT TESTS. 

Flight Lieutenant D'Arcy Greig, D.F-C., 
has a great reputation as an expert in 
testing and instructional work. He was 
carrying out difficult tests in the “Game 
Cock” .when the accident occurred, and 
his evolutions were being watched care- 
fully by officers at the aerodrome, which 
is at about the highest altitude of an un- 
dulating district. 
At about three o'clock it was seen that 
all was not well with the machine, and the 
observers at the aerodrome soon realised 
that it had got beyond control. After a 
very rapid descent in the nature of a nose 
dive had started they saw the pilot leap 
from the machine. In a few seconds that 
seemed a long spate of time they experi- 
enced great relief when the pilot's. para- 
chute opened out; his rapid descent was 
stayed, and he drifted before the wind in 
a north-easterly direction. Hé came safely 
to earth in a somewhat isolated spot 
between Chelsham and Warlingham. 

MACHINE IN FLAMES. 
Meanwhile the machine was seen by 
many persons to make a headlong crash to 
earth.. It struck in the ploughed field on 
Court Farm that runs beyond the top of 
the high ridge alongside of the main road 
for a long distance between Purley and 
Caterham. It rebounded, and then, turn- 
ing a complete somersault, finally crashed 
into the soft earth. ‘There was a loud 
explosion from the petrol tank, and 
columns of flame and smoke were seen 
from afar. 

Telephone messages were sent to the 
aerodrome from the Rose and .Crown 
Hotel, Whyteleafe, and from the police 
station at Kenley village; whilst the as- 
sistance of a doctor and the Fire Brigade 
from Purley was also sought. The brigade 
made a. prompt response to the call, but 
before it could reach the ‘spot the aero- 
plane had been destroyed. The firemen 
were about to search the wreckage for the 
body of the pilot when a party of men from 
the aerodrome arrived with the news that 
Flight Lieutenant D'Arcy Greig had 
landed safely two miles away. 

A curious feature of his landing was 
that, although enquiries were made in all 
directions by the Press representatives, 
no one could be -discovered. who had 
actually seen him land, or could indicate 
the spot where he landed. 

EYE-WITNESS’S STORY. 

Mr. Moores, son of the proprietor of the 
Old Rose and Crown, Whryteleafe, told a 
Press Association representative that he 
had taken a great interest in Lieutenant 
Greig’s flights. “He has a great reputa- 
fíon,” he said, “and is stated to have 
come to Kenley for the express purpose of 
carrying out secret experiments with this 
type of machine. 
of mystifying movements yesterday, and 
some more of the same kind to-day. 

“I happened to be watching him this 
afternoon, when I saw the machine get out 
of control. T had an awful frozen feeling, 
as it seemed to be diving headlong to 
earth; and as I watched I saw the pilot 
leap out. I lost sight of him at once, my 
eyes being rivetted on the machine. I 
have no idea at what heicht it was when 
the pilot jumped, but it seemed to me to 
be only a few hundred feet up. Perhaps 
that was because the crash came so swiftly 
afterwards. 

“Tt seemed to me that there were ex- 
plosions and fite and smoke coming from 
the machine just before the pilot jumped, 
but it was all over so quickly that it is

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S 
APPEAL.

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

Declaring the flood situation “ indeed 
grave” and the flood itself one of the 
worst in the history of the country, Presi- 
dent Coolidge has issued a. proclamation 
asking for immediate subscriptions for the 
relief of the sufferers. 

The President refers to the efforts of 
the War Department and other Govern- 
ment agencies in this direction, but states 
that, in his opinion, “the burden of caring 
for the homeless rests upon the agency 
designated by Government Charter to 
provide relief in disaster—the American 
Red Cross.” 

Advices from various points along the 
swollen river show that the suffering has 
been greatly increased during the past 
few days by the unseasonable cold, which 
has been accompanied by heavy snow- 
storms in some places where the fruit 
trees had begun to bloom. 

To-day, however, the sunshine has again 
appeared, and the hope is expressed that 
the turning point has: been reached. . 

After a confererice between Red Cross 
officials and certain members of the 
Cabmet, including Mr. Hoover, Secretary 
of Commerce, appointed by Mr. Coolidge 
for such a conference, it was announced 
that an attempt would be made fo raise 
£1,000,000, as the disaster is undoubtedly 
one of the first magnitude.

A CENSORSHIP ON ALL 

MESSAGES. 
‘Tae Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Friday. 


The Mexican Ministry of the Interior 
notified the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany last night that a censorship would 
become immediately effective on all telegraphic 
messages, except diplomatic and other 
Government despatches, and would be main: 
tained until further notice. 

It ie, therefore, uncertain to what extent 
the Preas despatches: from Mexico - City 
relating to the’ murderous attack on the 
Guadalajara-Mexico City train on Tuesday 
night, in which many were killed and injured, 
have been edited by the Federal authorities. 


ARCHBISHOP’S DENIAL. 


Monsignor Mora y Del Rio, Archbishop of 
Mexico, was summoned to the Ministry of the 
Interior last night, presumably in order that 
he might be questioned in connection with the 
Government's allegations that the Episcopate 
had ordered the attack and that three priests 
took part in it as leaders. These charges, the 
Archbishop had previously eaid in a public 
statement, were entirely false. The Arch- 
bishop of Morelia, Monsignor Ruiz y Flores, 
on behalf of the Episcopate, declared that the 
Church had no connection whatever with the 
outrage, and said that General Alvarez’s 
charges were calumnious. 

The arrival of a train at Mexico City at 
3 a.m. yesterday from the scene of the out- 
rage was attended by heartrending scenes. 
A young man, who came out of one of the 
Pullman cars, crazily invited his friends to 
dance with him, and, with shouts of laughter, 
described how his wife, her mother, and his 
three children had been killed before his eyes. 
Three children, the eldest of them ten years 
of age, were carried out next, swathed in 
bandages covering their burns, 


CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS. 


Accounts of survivors differed widely, 
though it was agreed that the bandits, or 
revolutionaries, had net locked the cars, as 
was stated in the Government's . narrative, 
and had burned them only after ordering the 


occupants to leave. 

The wounded, Lowever, were left. to their 
fate. Six out of 52 soldiers escaped death. 
One of these said that he was taken by the 
band to their camp a kilometre away, and 
was told by a priest that his followers were 
waging a religious war. He was then re- 
leased. 

A second class passenger said that the 
attackers used a war -cry, “Long Live 
Christ, the. King,” and were Jed by a priest 
well known to passengers from towns in 
Michoacan. 

The dead number . between 94 and 150, 
the absence of exact figures being due to 
the fact that many: bain were taken ofí 
the train en route.

FARMER'S WELCOME 
INCOME TAX “CUT.” 


The debate on the financial resolutions 
of the Minister for Finance was continued 
in the Dail yesterday. Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, the leader of the Labour Party, 
commented on the fact that reductions had 
been made on the sums set apart for public 
works and for housing, and said that clearly 
these reductions were designed to reduce 
the umounts that would be spent on wages. 
He expressed the opinion also that th» 
reduction in the amount of income tax 
would only benefit. the rich as compared 
with the less rich. 

On the other hand, Mr. Wilson, the 
representative of the Farmers’ Party, ex- 
pressed the belief that the remission of a 
shilling in the income tax would te 
beneficial to industries as well as to income 
tax payers.

UNWISE FINANCE, 


THE EXPENDITURE ON 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour), in resum- 
ing the debate, said. that, in framing the 
age so taking into account a surplus due 
to deliberate over-estimatton was not wise 
finance. If there was to be a_ surplus 
revenue, it might be much better-to give 
the reduction to the National Debt in.

THE COUNTRY’S WEALTH. 


Referring to the wealth of the country, 
Mr. Johnson said that the cattle population 
in 1913 was 4,231,000. In 1922 it was 
4,306,000, but on the Ist of June, 1926, it 
was only 35,947,000. He was glad to see, 
however, that, while there was a reduction 
of about 350,000 cattle, there was an in- 
crease in milch cows and in-calf cows of 
25,000. In s:.eep there was a decline, as 
c mpared with 1922, of 64000; i 
as compared with 1913, of 26.00. 
Pigs declined by 29,000 as compared 
with 1922, and plonghed land declined, 
as compared with 1922, by 218,000 acres. 
There: was a decline of 167,000 in the popula- 
tion. as compared with 1911.. As “to the 
rosperity of industries, he wanted the 
finister to give evidence of the alleged 
growing prosperity.

ARCHDEACON MURRAY. 


We regret to announce that the Venerable 
Archdeacon Joseph Murray, parish priest of 
Glasthule and Dalkey, died yesterday morn: 
ing at the Presbytery, Glasthule, aged 85 
years. Until a month ago Archdeacon Murray 
was active, and in possession of all his 
faculties. He had been contemplating a 
journey to Rome this spring, when he was 
suddenly taken ill. An operation would have 
been necessary to afford him relief, but his 
strength did not warrant it, and owing to 
his extreme age his health quickly failed. 

During a priesthood extending over fifty 
years Archdeacon Murray devoted himself 
almost entirely to his ecclesiastical] duties. He 
took no part in politics, but was deeply 
interested in all educational matters, and he 
identified himself locally with social welfare 
work. 

Despite his great age, Archdeacon Murray 
kept in close touch with the events and 
progress of his time. When technical educa- 
tion was committed to the care of a special 
department of Irish government, (Canon 
Murray, as he then was, became first Chair- 
man of the Kingstown Technical Instruction 
Institute. He also assisted: in the promotioh 
of health insurance, promoting and becoming 
a director of the South Dublin Catholic In- 
surance Society, which has been a most suc- 
cessful undertaking. A practical and ardent 
educationalist, he built national schools in 
Dalkey and Glasthule, and took a leading part 
in the establishment of a Presentation College 
in Co. Dublin. ” | 

Archdeacon Murray was a kinsman of Dr 
Murray, a former Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Dublin, He was born in the parish of 
Fairview, and was educated at the Dublin 
Diocesan College and at the Propaganda 
College, Rome. He was ordained in Rome in 
June, 1867. On.returning to Ireland he was 
appointed Curate in the United Parish of 
Booterstown and Blackrock, where he 
ministered for 27 years, until he was ap- 
pointed Parish Priest of Dalkey and Glas- 
thule on January 29th, 1894. He became a 
member of the Dublin Chapter in December, 
1905, and was appointed Vicar Forane on the 
24th of November, 1922. On January 30th, 
1923, Canon Murray was preferred. to 
Archdeaconry of Glendalough. He enjoyed 
universal respect, and his death will be much 
regretted, 


THE REV, JAMES KENNEDY. 

The Rev. James Kennedy, Parish Priest of 
Clonlara, County Clare, died at the Parochial 
House. on Thursday night, aged 66 vears. 
One of the best-known priests in the diocese 
of Killaloe, he was born at Templederry, 
Nenagh, County Tipperary, and in 1888 he 
was ordained. He had served as curate at 
Killevane and Quin, and as administrator ai 
Newmarket-on-Fergus before his appointment 
to Clonlara in 1905.
